AN IMPORTANT MATTER - 

Next Monday evening the Town 
Council will be called upon to settle 
one of the most important questions 
that has been brought before that body 
/or some years past 

Mayor Hauser and the other members 
of the council should not hesitate to 
take a stand that will settle once and 
for all the question of the "special 
privilege" that was illegally granted 
to the Bloomfield Savings Institution 
by a former mayor and council. 

The establishment of a permanent 
building lines on the important business 
streets of the town is, under ordinary 
circumstances, a serious proposition, but 
owing to the situation created by the 
bank, the problem is particularly 
serious on Broad street at the present 
time. 

All personal, business or social con¬ 
siderations should be eliminated by the 
members of the council in acting on 
this matter and a building line estab¬ 
lished on Broad street from Bloomfield 
avenue to Franklin street, based on a 
spirit of fairness and justice. 

The whole question has narrowed it¬ 
self to two points, that of the estab¬ 
lishment of a building line based on 
the old deed line or allow all property 
owners on the entire block to build 
out the same number of inches beyond 
their deed line as the savings institu¬ 
tion managers have erected their build¬ 
up out beyond their line. 

Public opinion is strongly in favor 
of the council taking steps to force the 
hank back on its own property and give 
back to the public the land which the 
bank is now illegally occupying. 

The property owners who are active 
in. discussing this matter in the open 
want all the interests of every property 
owner, and the public interests as well 
protected, and do not seek from a stand- 
wont of personal gain the few inches 
of land that would accrue to them if 
the line was extended out They are 
asking only for the same rights af¬ 
forded to the bank and ask that the 
entire Kne of the street be made uniform 
and not disfigured by an irregular line 
c( buildings when the street is de¬ 
veloped in the futnre. 

If the councilmen do not think it 
best to take legal proceedings against 
the savings bank for the removal of 
the building from the sidewalk, then the 
Other property owners are entitled, be¬ 
yond question, to the same privilege. 

In short, the bank should go back, 
if not, the line should go out the same 
number of inches that the bank building 
projects out and thereby establish the 
same width of sidewalk as is maintained 
on the opposite side of said street.

BELIEF FOUNDED ON RBA80X. 

In a pamphlet issued by the mayor 
and council of the Borough of Glen 
Ridge bearing on the special election 
to be held next Tuesday at which the 
proposed purchase of the Orange Water 
Company’s plant in the borough will 
be the issue, the officials express the 
belief that it would be the best interest 
of the borough to acquire the plant and 
among several* reasons given as a 
foundation for that belief is one that 
is of local interest and is as follows: 

"Our neighboring municipalities, 
Bloomfield, Nutley, East Orange and 
Orange, have acquired their distributing 
systems, greatly to the benefit of their 
citizens and to the pecuniary profits of 
the municipalities.'* The results attained 
in Bloomfield and East Orange are 
'briefly referred to. “Bloomfield acquired 
its distributing system in 1904, and has 
since operated the system as a municipal 
plant. In 1910 the cost to produce and 
distribute was $91.(0 per million gallons, 
as against $30000 per million gallons 
charged in Glen Ridge by the Orange 
Water Company. Out of the earnings 
of the plant Bloomfield has paid all 
operating and production expenses and 
additions of $7,600.94, had set aside a 
sinking fund of $7,087.50, had made a 
reserve for depreciation of plant of 
$6,206.31, and in tddition had made a 
profit of $21,558.12, after having twice 
reduced the price of water to consumers 
in the town. In the year 1910 the city 
- of East Orange from the receipts of 
its municipal water plant paid all pro¬ 
duction and operating expenses, bond in¬ 
terest, sinking fund and laid out $51,- 
010.78 for extensions, construction and 
betterment, and still had a surplus for 
the year."_»_ ,

Borough School Work 

Some of the work accomplished dur¬ 
ing the year by the Glen Ridge Board 
of Education and the needs of the 
school are discussed in the seventeenth 
annual report issued by that body. Con¬ 
cerning medical inspection, it is said: 

“During the past year special con¬ 
sideration has been given to the teeth, 
and those reported defective were given 
proper attention by the parents. It 
has been gratifying to see the results 
obtained by the inspection, and, above 
all, the correction of visual defects 
by suitable glasses. In general, the 
children are healthy and robust. The 
prevailing cases are those of enlargec 
tonsils, defective teeth and cerumen o 
the ears. 

As to school decoration the report 
says: 

"It is not expedient to provide in the 
tax budget Jor the decoration of the 
building by work of art. If, however 
those of the citizeos who are unterestec 
in the schools desire to have them pre¬ 
sent an appearance in accordance with 
our standing as a community, such 
contributon to the art fund, either in 
money or in pictures, is desirable.” 

Sidney G. Firman, the head of the 
schools, in his report gives the tota 
registration as 700, an increase of ninety- 
nine over that of last year. He states 
that if the growth continues severs 
new rooms for the high school will be 
soon needed. 

The estimated budget for the year, 
from July I, 1912, to July 1, 1913, is 
$5*79i .35. The total expected from 
the State is estimated at $17,375- 

At- the commencement in Jvjie, it is 
announced thirteen students will 
graduate from the high school 

An increase of about fifteen per cent 
in the running expenses of the schools 
is laid to increased enrollment, added 
cost entailed by extra accommodations 
and more pay for teachers
